! be scarce. However, there is now 
plenty of both to do the job. 
Many groups of growers have 
been formed to co-operate in the 
peanut harvest. Each group will 
go from one field to the next un­ 
til all their peanuts have been 
harvested, returning to thresh the 
crop and bale the hay. 
TTie Southwestern Peanut Grow­ 
ers Association, with headquarters 
in Gorman 
and branches and 
warehouses in most of the import­ 
ant producing sections of this 
area, has for five years been the 
designated agency of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture in handling 
the crop and again this year will 
function. 
400,000 Tone In Southwest. 
It is expected this co-operative 
will handle this year about 400,000 
tons of peanuts. These will be 
stored in some 250 warehouses 
which are already under lease. 
Prices for the 1942 crop will be 
not less than 85 per cent of par­ 
ity for the quota crop and not 
less than $82 per ton for the ex­ 
cess acreage crop. 
Prospects are excellent for the 
crop and officials think farmers 
of the Southwest will receive fully 
$50,000.000 for their peanuts this 
Fall. A light rain over peanut 
territory right now would fill out 
the crop but is not vitally needed. 
The association is buying 5,000,- 
000 bags to supplement the large 
number of new and second hand 
bags already on the market; and 
it is believed the supply will be 
ample to handle the crop. The 
harvest is starting in South Tex­ 
as this week and will begin in 
North Texas about Sept. 1.

Purpose of announcing the m ar­ 
keting quota proclamation at this 
early date is to get work out to 
all farm ers now planning their 
fall wheat seeding operations, B. 
F. Vance, Adm. Officer of the 
AAA in Texas, announced. 
"W ith the present war em er­ 
gency like it is and the urgent 
need for certain types of com­ 
modities other than wheat. I hope 
Texas wheat farm ers will divert 
as much acreage as they possibly] 
can to other warcrops insofar as 
it is possible, he said. 
He explained th at wheat is a 
valuable warcrop. as shown dur- j 
ing the first World W ar when 
there wasn’t enough of it. but 
that 
present 
supplies 
were 
so 
heavy that the Nation was hard 
pressed to find adequate storage 
even though large amounts were 
fed to livestock. 
Diversion of wheat acreage to 
warcrops. storing wheat on the 
farm and marketing it wherever 
possible in the form of livestock i 
and poultry were cited as special 
contributions wheat farm ers could 
make to the war program. 
Quotas are announced for an 
approaching year whenever it ap- i 
pears tne total supply of wheat 
j will exceed a normal year's dom- 
! estic consumption and exports by 
j more than 35 percent. 
Due to successive large crops 
' and decreased exports, the 1943 
I wheat supply not only will exceed 
domestic consumption and exports 
by 35 percent but probably will 
be twice the size of these outlets, 
Vance said.
